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{From the Seioto Gazette, Chillicothe, Onhio.]
The Richmond Exeuraion.
On. Friday cvening, October 25th, the
writer joined the execursion party from Des
troit, Mich., and other points fn the North-
west, which had' left Detroit in‘tbe morn-
ing, under the supervision of Messrs, Eberts
and Hulett, We: were soon ‘gnder way,
and atrived at Portsmouib .on time; and
were immediately  transferred to the steam-<
ers Fannie Dugan and Scioto, which were
to convey us to Huatington, West Ya., the
western terminus of -the Cliesapeake and
Obio railroad. «+ .0 s oo 0
The Scioto baying-made a bad start from
Portsmouth, was late in reaching Hunting-
ton, which we .@id,’ however, B -aboug ]
o'clock on Saturday morning. Here we
found those who 'had secdred passage on
the Dygan quoietly weiting and watching for
vs. e were soon comfortably seated in
the cars of a speeial train placed ‘at our dis-
‘posal by the management of the raiiroad.” It
was soon discovered that our train was to
run as an extraand to be entitled to the road,

a favor which was duly appreciated. -

We leit Huntington at 10 o’clock, and
soon were made aware of some of the ar-
rangements for our enjoyment, understand-
ingly, ol the .copniry through s which we
were about to pass. We had with us Mr.
Sam. T. DeFord, the vorthwestern passen-
ger agent of the Chesapeake and Obio road
at Cincinpati; Captain J. C..Dame, the
southern agent at Richmond, who came 1o
Huntington especially to see to the comfort
and pleasure of the excursionists; Mr.
Frank Binford, as agent of the Virginia
Steamboat Company : -and others . whose
pames have escaped us. These gentlemen
furnished all the information needed, either
orally or by printed matter, of which they
Lad an abundance, and of a very satisfacs
tory kind.

The scepery along the line of the road
from Hunington to Kanawba Falls is fine.
On either side the hillsrise to a considerable
height, at some points reaching an altitude
of 700 feet, and at this season of_the year
‘the foliage is splendid in its beauty. As we
approached Kanawha Falls we-began to get
a foretaste of that which was to come in'the
way of scenery of the wildest kind, and
gvery one became ‘anxious to get a view of
the falls and their surroundings. These
falls are but a short distance below the junc-
tion of Gauley and New rivers. Their aps
pearance was a disappointment to many, as
they had formed an exaggerated notion of

the mountainous portion of the line, and
we were utterly astonisbed at the grandeur
of the panoramic views disclosed to our
gaze as we are whirled along. At a point
mpe miles, east of Kanawha-Falls station
the road crosses the New river.on an iron
bridge nearly 700 feét in length, and on our
left, towering 600 feet above us, are the
Hawk’s Nest eclifis, which were readily re-
cognized and pointed out'to us by Carfer
Jackson, of  this city, who tramped over
‘that country on his way to Ohio in 1836.
As we pass over this portion of. the road
it becomes a matter of great surprise how
any man could conceive that it was at all
practicableto carry a line of railway through
guch a region. In many places the rocky
face of the mountains extended down to
the water’s edge and towered bundreds of
feet perpendicularly upward, and in order
to make a bed for the road the face of these
points had to be cutaway. - But a few years
back and the man who had proposed such a
thing would have beén considered a fit sub-
ject for a struight-jacket. ' But this 1s an
age of progress, and the idea was not only
conceived, but the men to undertake the

work stands almost at the very head of the
achievements of engineering in'this country.
A point of wonder is how this has heen ac-
complished on such easy grades. ;
We travelled through a region of the wild-
est grandeur until night overtook us, and we
were compelled, per foree, to rest from yiew-
ing the wonders revealed. 2

Paylight on Sunday morning found us
about Gordonsville, and active preparations
were made for a descent on Rishmond,
where we arrived at about 8 ¢’clock.

RICHMOKD.

After & general clean-up and a good
breakfust the party divided up into- smaller
squads, and went whereyer their inclination
led them. Some of them went to church—
many attending 5t. John’s church (Episco-
pal), which is situnted on Church Hill; and
is the plnce where Patrick Henry. in 1775
made his celebrated speech, so fumiliar to
all of us in our school-dayg, in which he
used the words, “Give me liberty or give
me death?”; some tothe DMonumental
church, which stands on tbe site of the
Theatre which burned in 1811, causing
Tthe loss “of . seventy-five lives, among
them Governor Smith while muny others
spent the forenoon in viciling other
points of interest in the city, among
others Libbv Prison, which bhad to
some of us alocal intercst, as it was there
that some of our, citizens—Captain W. H.
Douglas, Jr., and Lieutenant Edgar Higby,
who made their escape through the famous
tunnel, and Captain Sam. H. Ewing, and
others—enjoyed the hospitalitics of the
place as the guests of the Southern Con-
federacy. ‘In the afternoon a carriage-ride:
was taken, and many points of interest were
visited, among them Hollywood cemetery,
svhere cleven thousand  Confederate dead:
are buried. A moncment in the form of a
pyramid ninety feet aigh, of ‘granite, has
been erected to thzir memory.  Several of
tbe hills were visited, from which magnifi-
cent views are to be had,. The State prison,
the reservoirs of the water-works, General
Lee’s residence, St. John’s chureb, and va-
rious olber points, were visited.

THE JAMES RIVER.

©On Monday morning almost the entire
party took passage on the steamer Ariel for
a trip down the James. river to Old Point
Comfort and Fortress Monroe.
We were now on historic ground (?), not
only with a view lo recent cwents, but.to
those connected with the early history of
oureountry. Any attempt on our partto
give & detailed description of the many
points of deepl interest to the tourist
would be out ol place .in the scope of an
article like this, 2nd want of space forbids,
as ghe subject i8 a large one. Saffice it for
our purpose to touch on ‘a few points that
suggest themseclves.

Norfolk, distant .about fiftecn miles across.
Hampton Roads, We found Norfolk a much;
livelier place than we had anticipated. Bu-
riness appeared 1o.be good, especially in
the cotron. trade, that city having hereto-
fore claimed to rank a8 second in point of
shipments of cotton, and further claim that
go far this season they are abead. Immense
quantities of *truck” are ghipped:from
Norfolk to all paris of the country. :

* During ‘our-stay we visited Porismonth,,
which lies on the opposite side of Elizabeth
river, and went to the navy-yard, which is
situated in Gosport, a-suburb of the city.
While there we visited the Quinnebaug, a
steam vessel of war, which was in the dock
being overhauled preparatory to going on a
threc-years’ cruise, The thanks of our par<
ty are doe to Midshipman Knapp for his
kindness 1n showing us around.’ The
Franklin, the flag-ship of the North-Atlan~
tie:squadron, lies in the stream.

From Norfolk we went by rail to Peters-
burg and spent a half day in visiting the
pattle-fields around the city. We stopped
at the Bollingbrook Hotel, and found in the
person of General D. A. Weisiger, the pro-
prietor, the leader of the party that recap-
tured the *¢ Crater,”” or mine, that was
sprung  during the siege of the city. He
yery cheerfully accompanjed us to the spot,
and: gave us a very complete description of
the'place and the manner in which it was
construeted, exploded, and retaken. Inthe
.evening our: party of seven returned to
Richmond and found tbat the others had
been “received” by Governor Holliday:du-
ring the forenoon in a very handsome mans
ner. i
On Thursday we visited the State Fair,
and, altbough the day was a very disagree-
able one, we enjoyed it very much, seeing
many things that. were new to us. The
rincipal feature of the day, was the com-
petitive drill of the military companies and
a review of the troops by the Governor,
From & Buckeye standpoint the Fair. wonld
pot be considered as a very great success.
The exhibition, nowever, in some of its de-
partments was very creditable, and evi-
dently showed & marked improvemeént over
former years. - e
On Friday as‘many as desired to dd
so accepted- a'-kind ‘invitation from the
offieials of the Pefersburg and Richmond
railroad to visit Petersburg.. On theirar-
rival they were received by some of the citi-
‘zens and, escorted to Jurratt’s. Hotel,.and
from there » visit was made to the tobacco
manufactory of Messrs. C. A. Jackson &
Co., and were- courteously -received -and
gshown tbrough- the establishment by the
proprietors and' their assistants. They af-
terwards visited the Petersburg Cotton Mill
‘Company’s mill. On retiirning to, the botel
dinner was.announced, and.a. very pleas-
ant time after the eloth -was removed (figu-
ratively ' speuking) and the lidies bad re-
tired: We were welcomed by Dr. D, W,
Lassiter in a few remarks, and a reply'was
made by Colonel Phelps, of Detroit. i
After dinper carringes were taken, and
the party made a visjt to the fortifications,
going over much -the same ground as made
by the seven friends two days previous, al-
thongh a much more extended examination
was made of the old Blandford church,
whieh was built in 1735 of brick braught
from England. It is not much tothe credit
of ‘the parties having the control of the pro-
perty that it bas been allowed to go to de-
cay. The party returned to Richmond in
the evening, feeling that one of the plea
santest parts of gheir trip to Virginia was
their visit to Petersburg, and will ever be
held in pleasant memory.

Having captured Richmond and Peters-
burg, about fifty of the excursionists eon-
cluded to retire in good order to their
homes, and accordingly left Ricbmond on
Saturday morning at hali-past- 7 o’elock.
Right here occurred another of those evi-
dences of good frlendship. Tbe train on
L which we left ordinarily does mot run be-
yond Covington on Saturday nights, but

it go through to Huntington, and Mr.
George Chandler, ‘of .our own Scioto Val-
iley_railway, telegrapbed and bad the Seioto
meet us at Huntington on Bunday and carry
s to Portsmouth, thus enablinz usfo reach
home a day seoner, and for which these
gentlemen havé the thanks of -the party.

‘Leaving Richimond in the morning en-
abled us to see the country passed over by
us during the night on our way east. - For
some  aistance out.the.land isrolling, but
not mountainous ; but as we approach Char-
Jottesville we begzin to strike the foot-hills
of the Blue Ridge. Charlottesville is the
seat of the University of Virginia, founded
by Thomas Jefferson, It ranks high as an
educational justitution, About two miles

Monticello, the home of Thomas Jefferson.
A short distance from Cbharlottesville  the
ascent of the Blue Ridge commences, and
the tourist hs a succession of panoramic
views that are truly grand. Theconductor
of the train ealled our attention to one just
after passing Afton: Station, which he said
was-considered the finest on the road. - i
Staunton was reached for dimmer. This
is a prominent point on the roud, standing
as it does at the head of the Shenandoab
Valley, It is' the seat of several ‘instity-
tionsof learning and State asylum3. Four-
teen miles west of Btaunton the bighest
elevation on the line of the road is reached,
being 2,000 feet ‘above tide-water at Rich-
mond. _ P
From Staunton to Covington the scenery
fs magniticent. Prominent among the many
points of beauty sre Buffalo Gap, Panther
Gap, Clifton Forge Gap, and the,gap at
Jackson’s river, where it leayes the road
and strikes off to the south.  Night oyer-
taking us at Covivgton, sight-seeing. was
over, and preparations for passing the night
were in order.. ; ; -
We resched Huntington at 11 o’clock on
Sunday morning, and found ‘the ‘steanrer
Scioto wailing to carry us to Portsmouth,
evening. i
After passing the night at Portsmouth,
we reached home on Monday morning. And
thus. ended one, ¢l the pleasantest, excur-
slons ever gotten up; and we cannot leave
the subjeet witheut expressing on behall of
the excursionists a warm appreciation of
the many acts- of courtesy extemded with-
out exception by those having’the excur-
gion in -eharge, all. returning: well pleased
wvith the trip, which they can witbout any
